There  is  a glaring  weakness  in  the  old-line  critics 
argument,  however.  They  imply  that  cutthroat  com- 
petition is  a g(X>d  thing.  Actually  it  is  often  a bad 
thing.  The  only  way  to  replace  competition  by 
brotherhood  in  the  fields  where  change  is  called  for, 
is  lo  train  children  in  co-operation. 

As  long  as  children  ate  taught  to  struggle  inces- 
santly to  beat  one  another,  they  will  continue  to  do 
so  in  later  life.  The  only  final  way  to  change  our 
society  is  to  change  the  children. 

Old-fashioned  techniques  of  fierce  competition 
in  schools  made  a strange  contrast  with  the  Christian 
creed  of  sharing  that  was  often  preached  alongside  it. 
No  wonder  children  were  often  puzzled  by  the  fact 
that  their  elders  said  one  thing  and  did  the  opposite. 

Another  aim  of  non-competitive  methods  in 
education  is  lo  remove  needless  strain  and  ridicule 
from  children  of  smaller  talents.  They  get  to  know 
In  time  that  they  are  not  mental  giants,  but  the  news 
is  broken  to  them  gently.  What's  wrong  with  that’’ 
However,  the  old-timers  are  probably  half  right. 
Changes  can't  be  made  too  suddenly.  Schools  can  t 
he  totally  out  of  touch  with  the  outside  world.  Per- 
haps they  have  swung  a little  too  far  toward  co- 
operation—but  only  for  the  time  being.

"Every  child  should  tie  encouraged  and  trained 
to  exert  himself  to  his  capacity,  whatever  his  capacity 
may  he." 

He  quoted  the  results  of  a survey  taken  of  Un- 
satisfactory employees  working  for  several  large 
corporations.  In  a high  percentage  of  case*,  the 
reason  why  the  employees'  work  was  poor  lay  not 
In  lack  of  Intelligence,  but  in  lack  of  ability  to  get 
along  with  others. 

"We  do  devote  time  to  teaching  children  to  live 
and  work  with  one  another,"  the  educator  said. 

I looked  at  the  outline  of  the  "Effective  Living" 
rourse  which  is  in  use  in  British  Columbia  school*. 
They  had  nothing  like  it  when  I was  at  school,  and 
I know  it  has  been  the  target  of  ridicule  by  the  "old- 
red-sehoolhouse”  boys,  All  the  same,  it  seems  to  be  an 
excellent  thing. 

Aim  of  the  course  is  to  create  healthy  individ- 
uals, well  adjusted  in  the  home,  in  society,  in  school 
and  at  work.  The  old-fashioned  advocates  of  the 
Three  R's  and  nothing  else  will  retort  that  the  parents 
should  do  that  job.  Many  parents,,  unfortunately,  do 
not.  If  they  had  done  the  job.  it  would  not  have 
hern  necessary  for  the  school  to  step  in.

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Too  Much  for  Coincidence 


►TTffi  burning  of  the*  h^npreas  or  i anaaa 
1 and  two  outbreaks  of  fire  within  24 
hour*  on  the  liner  Queen  Elizabeth  are 
too  much  to  be  written  down  to  mere 
coincidence.  Happily  the  fire*  on  the 
great  liner  at  Southampton  were  detected 
before  they  did  damage,  and  what  might 
have  been  a crippling  blow  at  British  ton- 
nage was  thereby  averted.  The  facts 
that  these  occurrences  involved  two  ports, 
Liverpool  and  Southampton,  and  at  the 
latter  port  two  successive  fires  on  the 
tame  vessel,  seem  to  remove  either  care- 
lessness or  accident  as  the  plausible 
explanation.  Yet  the  converse,  sabotage, 
U not  nice  to  contemplate;  because  It  in- 
volves the  element  of  disloyalty  to  a 
nation  and  its  people. 

Accidents  are  prolific  enough  in  a 
high-speed  age.  with  power  tools  and  not 
always  the  most  experienced  handlers. 
It  Is  often  called  a careless  age  on  that 
account,  but  the  truth  probably  is  that 
In  any  time  of  fast  production  under  pres- 
sure and  tension  there  will  be  a normal 
mounting  of  the  accident  rate.  It  Ls  the 
Incidence  of  the  damage  that  draws  atten- 
tion. Traru*-Atlantle  shipping  and  trans- 
ocean aircraft  both  have  come  in  for  an 


ents.  The  vessels  have  been  troop-carriers 
as  well  as  luxuriously  appointed  passenger 
liners.  They  are  part  of  the  very 
medium  which  the  West,  if  need  arose, 
would  need  to  make  good  Its  pledge  in 
the  defense  of  Europe  from  aggression. 
While  possible  sabotage  would  be  rigor- 
ously sifted  in  any  event,  the  connota- 
tion* in  connection  with  shipping  make 
this  course  doubly  imperative. 

That  covert  efforts  might  be  attempted 
to  hamper  the  Commonwealth’s  assembly 
plans  for  the  Coronation  in  June  might 
have  been  expected  in  any  case  That 
theee  might  go  the  length  of  crippling  ton- 
nage is  another  matter,  and  from  the 
long-range  view'  a much  more  serious 
one.  An  arsonist  could  be  one  disgrunted 
rndividual  of  temporarily  deranged  mind, 
but  a corps  of  arsonists  under  direction 
and  with  one  deliberate  objective  would 
he  a very  much  more  serious  menace. 
One  hopes  that  the  current  investigations 
across  the  Atlantic,  which  will  be  pushed 
home  to  a conclusion  without  doubt,  will 
prove  successful  in  establishing  the  real 
cause  of  this  succession  of  disturbing 
events.  They  seem  too  directed  for  mere 
chance. 


New  Drive  for  Protection 


ALTHOUGH  enjoying  governmental 
protection  offered  to  few  other 
Industrie*  in  Canada,  the  dairy  interests 
are  endeavoring  to  tighten  their  grip  on 
the  consumers  and  taxpayers.  Not  con- 
tent with  the  present  year-around  floor 
price  of  58  cents  a pound  for  butter,  sup- 
ported from  public  funds,  they  want  the 
government  to  push  the  price  up  to  63 
cents.  On  top  of  that  they  now  want 
the  provinces  to  pass  laws  to  prohibit  the 
use  of  vegetable  oil*  In  place  of  butterfat 
In  anything  made  for  human  consumption. 

This  proposal,  presented  to  the  con- 
vention of  the  Canadian  Federation  of 
Agriculture  In  Victoria  this  week  by  the 
Dairv  Farmers  of  Canada,  is  a new  line 
of  attack.  The  butter  industry  has  lost 
the  battle  agaiast  margarine  in  some  of 
the  provinces,  and  appears  to  be  losing  it 
In  others.  So  the  industry  is  turning  its 
artillery  on  vegetable  oils.  It  has  failed 
so  far  to  persuade  the  Dominion  govern- 
ment into  taxing  imported  vegetable  oils 


so  heavily  that  they  would  be  driven  from 
the  Canadian  market.  Now  it  wants  the 
province*  to  use  their  authority,  estab- 
lished by  the  court  decision  in  respect  of 
margarine,  to  protect  the  butter  interest* 
agaiast  competition. 

Thei*  Interests  in  their  nation-wide 
campaign  against  the  use  of  vegetable  oils 
have  professed  concern  for  the  health  of 
Canadians  if  so-called  “substitutes”  for 
dairy  products  are  allowed  to  be  sold. 
There  are  pure  food  laws  in  this  country 
stringent  enough  to  take  care  of  that. 
There  Is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
consumer’s  health  will  be  guarded,  though 
It  is  not  possible  to  say  as  much  for  his 
pocketbook.  As  for  protection  for  the 
dairy  industry.  The  Edmonton  Journal 
sums  up  the  situation  aptly  when  it  saysf 
“No  good  reason  exists  why  the  public 
should  support  any  group  with  subsidies 
or  protection  merely  because  It  claims  It 
Isn’t  making  money  on  a straight  supply- 
and-demand  basis.” 


It  Is  the  Majority  Wish 


rlE  daylight  saving  issue  was  settled 
when  the  majority  of  British  Colum- 
bians voted  in  its  favor  at  the  time  of  the 
June  elections  last  year.  Word  that  the 
government  has  decided  to  continue  the 
practice  of  fast  time  during  the  summer 
months  merely  confirms  that  decision. 
The  government  could  not  in  wisdom 
take  any  other  course. 

As  with  most  questions  affecting  the 
public  summer  time  has  it*  devotee*  and 
Its  opponents,  the  former  mainly  in  the 
urban  centres  and  the  latter  In  the  rural 
areas.  Much  of  the  objection  of  the  latter 
Lx  probably  based  on  routine  and  habit,  a 
disinclination  to  adapt  themselves  to  living 
an  hour  earlier  each  summer  day.  At  all 
events  there  can  be  little  doubt  of  the 
beneficial  effect  on  the  health  and  recrea- 


tion of  urban  districts  that  derive  from 
the  extra  hour’s  sunshine  each  day. 

Plebiscites  are  not  binding  in  a statu- 
tory 9ense  but  there  would  be  little  use 
holding  them  if  their  results  were  to  lie 
ignored.  The  liquor  laws  are  being  revised 
becauw*  a plebiscite  endowed  such  a 
move;  in  the  same  way  the  majority  vole 
throughout  the  province  indicated  that 
what  is  known  as  daylight  saving  should 
be  invoked  each  year  during  the  summer 
months. 

Other  areas  across  the  country  will 
follow  a similar  course  this  year  as  usual, 
and  while  it  would  be  more  convenient 
wkre  the  Dominion  as  a whole  to  go  on 
fast  time  automatically  as  it  did  during 
the  war,  British  Columbia  is  making  no 
mistake  in  sticking  to  what  is  now  a well 
established  custom.  That  was  made  clear 
in  the  plebiscite  of  June  last.

NE  of  the  least  plefsant  legacies 
left  to  the  victorious  allies 
after  the  Second  World  War  is  the 
unsolved  and  thorny  problem  of 
Trieste  or.  to  give  Its  official  name, 
the  Free  Territory  of  Trieste.  There 
are  current  reports  that  withdrawal 
from  Trieste  is  being  studied  in 
Washington  and  London. 

Before . the  war  Trieste  was  an 
Important  Austrian  port,  both  naval 
and  commercial,  carrying  out  both 
its  natural  and  geographical  func- 
tions of  feeding  the  hinterland  of 
the  Danube  basin,  then  Incorporated 
in  the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire. 

Now  Trieste  has  become  a bone  of 
contention  between  Yugoslavia  and 
Italy,  both  of  them  Interested  In  It 
more  for  political  than  economic 
considerations.  Far  from  the  pro- 
blem being  solved  by  the  two  zones 
into  which  it  has  been  divided — zone 
A including  the  port  and  most  of 
the  littoral  under  10.000  Anglo- 
American  occupational  troops,  and 
Zone  B.  In  the  hinterland,  mainly 
populated  by  Slovenes,  who  have 
every  reason  to  rerifember  the 
tyrannical  regime  instituted  by  Mus- 
solini after  the  First  World  War— 
It  L fast  becoming  a serious  Inter- 
national problem  which  endangers 
that  Western  European  collabora- 
tion so  vital  to  the  peace  of  Europe. 
* « * 

Everything  went  as  well  a*  could 
be  expected  with  the  two  zones, 
A and  B.  until  1948.  when  the  Allie*. 
wishing  to  placate  a weak  Italian 
government  threatened  With  the 
Red  flag  and  having  no  particular 
reason  for  befriending  Tito’s  Yugo- 
slavia, then  in  alliance  with  Russia, 
agreed  to  cede  the  free  territory  of 
Trieste  to  Italy.  Later  in  the  same 
year,  1948.  Marshal  Tito,  in  a dra- 
matic. superhuman  and  heroic  ef- 
fort, threw  off  the  Russian  yoke. 

This  brought  about  a radical 
change  In  Ihe  balance  of  power  In 
Europe  and.  with  M,  the  necessity

of  a>  more  benevolent  attitude  by  the 
Allies  toward  Yugoslavia.  This 
found  expression,  first  of  all.  In 
financial  assistance  on  a considerable 
scale,  and  then  closer  political  col- 
laboration, and  with  It  a less 
unilateral  On  favor  of  Italy)  ap- 
proach to  the  Trieste  problem. 

More  recently,  with  the  Russian 
menace  lurking  in  the  background, 
and  with  serious  efforts  being  made 
to  create  a united  front  of  the  Wes- 
tern powers,  allied  policy  has  been 
directed  toward  inducing  Yugo- 
slavia and  Italy  to  reach  a com- 
promise on  the  Trieste  problem  by 
direct  negotiation,  and  if  thla  policy 
so  far  has  not  met  with  much  sue- 
ces*.  no  objective  observer  can  deny 
it  is  the  Italians,  rather  than  the 
Yugoslavs,  who  are  to  blame.  The 
reason  for  this  ia  to  be  found  from 
the  fact,  that  while  the  foreign  policy 
of  Yugoslavia  is  concentrated  In  firm 
and  authoritative  hands,  that  of. 
Italy  Is  subordinated  to  the  election- 
eering ballot  box  and  In  the  baneful 
atmosphere  of  a virulent  anti-Yugo- 
slav agitation  In  the  Italian  pres*, 
coupled  with  a mischievous  postwar 
revival  of  Italian  irredentlsm  In  the 
Adriatic. 

An  indication  of  the  line  upon 
which  the  Yugoslavs  have  been  think- 
ing was  clearly  given  by  Edward 
KardelJ  (Tito’s  foregn  minister)  ex- 
actly a year  ago;  and  there  ia  no 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Yugoslavs 
have  greatly  modified  these  views. 
The  gist  of  the  minister’*  remarks 
on  this  occasion,  made  before  the 
Yugo*lav  National  Assembly,  was 
that  the  chief  Mumbling  block  to  a 
compromise  with  Italy  waa  the  tri- 
partite declaration  of  1948,  Involving 
the  transfer*  of  the  free  territory 
of  Trieste  to  Italy,  especially  a* 


Maps  and  Measures

Everybody  uses  maps,  at  one 
Ume  or  another,  and  so  there 
Is  more  than  academic  Interest  In  a 
current  attempt  to  revise  the  basic 
scales  to  which  Canadian  maps  are 
drawn.  The  standard  practice  I*  lu 
make  the  map  represent  so  many 
miles  to  the  Inch.  Canada  l*  now 
covered  from  coast  to  coast  by  345 
maps  each  on  the  scale  of  elgljJ  miles 
to  one  Inch.  In  addition  there  am 
larger  scales  such  as  four  miles,  two 
miles,  one  mile  to  the  Inch,  and  so 
on.  down  to  half-a  mile  and  even  less. 

Miners,  prospectors,  travelers  and 
Indeed  the  public  at  large  have  be 
come  used  to  this  standard  of  mea- 
surement. But  the  army  has  a plan 
of  Its  own.  Its  own  gridded  maps 
are  largely  on  the  decimal  system; 
for  example.  1 to  30,000.  Thla  autta 
military  purposes,  but  for  those  ac- 
rust omed  to  thinking  in  feet  and 
miles,  it  is  inconvenient.  The  decimal 
plan  must  he.  translated  into  such 
awkward  scales  as  0.79  mile*  to  one 
Inch,  or  one  mile  equals  1.367  inches. 
This  matters  Uttle  so  long  as  the 


army  keeps  Its  own  map*  and  all 
other  map  users  keep  to  the  Inch- 
mile  arrangement  to  which  they  are 
accustomed.  But  apparently  it  ia  now 
being  proposed  that  the  department 
of  mine*  and  technical  surveys,  which 
Is  responsible  for  the  production  of 
most  of  Canada  s map*,  switch,  over 
to  the  decimal  aystem.  The  decision 
Is  not  one  to  be  taken  lightly,  and  no 
doubt  the  Interdepartmental  com- 
mittee now  set  up  to  study  Ihe  ques 
lion  will  weigh  the  practical  diffi- 
culties involved. 

There  la  something  to  be  said  for 
the  decimal  system,  however.  The 
proposed  switch  would  be  a step, 
though  admittedly  a tiny  one.  In  the 
direction  of  adoption  of  the  decimal 
system  for  measurement*  themselves. 
This  of  course  would  be  revolution- 
ary. It  would  mean  replacing  miles 
by  kilometre*,  yards  by  metres,  and 
ao  on.  And  the'  sama  reform  is  obvi- 
ously needed  for  weights  and  mea 
sure#.  The  difficulties  In  th^  way 
are  enopnous;  yet  Europe  was  able 
to  do  It,  and,  even  at  thla  late  date, 
the  ta«k  is  not  Impossible.

Yugoslavia  had  already  consolidated 
her  hold  to  more  than  half  of  the 
285  square  miles  of  the  territory. 

KardelJ  further  stated  that  in 
any  attempt  to  reach  a compromise, 
ihe  fact  of  the  existence  of  the  two 
zones  must  be  recognized  and  a 
third  solution  found.  Both  govern- 
ments should  have  a realistic  view 
of  what  was  possible  and  what  was 
not. 

Today  It  would  seem  that  Marshal 
Tito  considers  it  better  to  leave  the 
Trieste  problem  in  status  quo  until 
the  more  Important  matter  of  con- 
sol l d a 1 1 n g Western  defense  is 
achieved. 

Were  the  Trestlnos  tor  population 
of  Trieste  Itself)  consulted  In  the 
matter,  they  would,  no  doubt,  favor 
a free  territory  and  port  under  their 
administration  under  the  auspices  of 
the  United  Nations,  a solution  which 
has  been  tried  in  the  past,  but 
wrecked  by  Russian  obstruction  in 
the  U.N. 

One  thing  I*  certain,  and  that  l» 
that  Yugoslavia  is  not  likely  to  he  In- 
duced to  deviate  from  her  course 
by  the  application  of  economic  sano 
Hons,  evidence  of  which  ia  the  for- 
titude and  courage  of  Marshal  Tito 
In  overthrowing  the  economic  yoke 
of  the  Russian  colossus.

Natural  Gas 
May  Cut  Toll 


l AROUND  TOWN ' 

Accidental  deaths  resulting  from  the  use  of  manu- 1 
factured  gas  in  cooking  and  heating  may  be  reduced  with 
the  use  of  natural  gas. 

The  British  Columbia  Electric  Company  reported 
yesterday  that  natural  gas  is  less  toxic  than  manufactured 
gas.  Figures  for  other  cities  show  a lower  death  rate 
by  gas  where  natural  gas  is  used.
